T N the following Catalogue, all portraits of fuch perfons as flouriflicd bc- 

fore the end of the reign of Henry the feventh, are thrown into one 

article. In the fucceeding reigns, they are ranged in the following order. 

C LA SSI. Kings, Queens, Princes, Piinceflcs, Bcc. of the Royal 
Family. 

C L A S S n. Great Officers of State, and of the Houfehold. 

CLASS m. Peers, ranked according to their Precedence, and fuch 
Commoners as have Titles of Peerage ; namely. Sons of Dukes, &c. and 
Irifli Nobility. 

CLASS IV. Ardibifliops and Bifhops, Digniuries of the Church, 
and inferior Clergymen. To this Clafs are fubjoined the Nonconforming 
Divines, and Priefts of the Church of Rome. 

CLASS V. Commoners who have borne great Employments;

CLASS Vni. Sods of Peers without Titles, Baronets, Knights, 
^ordinary Gentlemen^ and thofe who have enjoyed inferior civil Em- 
ployments. 

CL AS5 IX. Phyfuaans, Poets, and other ingenious Perfons, who 
liave diftinguifhed themielves by their Writings. 

CLASS X. Painters, Artificers, Mechanics, and all of inferior 
Profeffions, not Included in the other Claffes. 

CLASS XI. Ladies, and others, of the Female Sex^ according to 
their Rank, &c.

The following particulars have been obferved : 

1. To admit fuch foreigners as have been naturalized,, or have en>^ 
joyed any place of dignity, or office, and alfo fuch foreign artifts as have, 
met with employment under the Britifh government ♦. 

2. To place t^ie perfons in that reign, in which they were at Ae higheft 
pitch of honour or preferment, if ftatefmen, pr peers ; or in which they 
may be fuppofed to have been in the fuH vigour of their underflanding> 
tf men of letters* But if the painter or engraver has given the datc^ 
when a portrait was taken, or the age of a perfon may with any probability 
be concluded from the reprefentation of him, then to phcc it in that pe- 
riod in which it refembled him moft. 

3. If a perfon has been eminent in feveral reigns, or in diflrrent dia- 
fa£kers or employments, to place* the defcriptions of the prints of him in 
the feveral reigns and dafies,. or to refer from tme reign and clafs to 
another. 

4. To mention, after the EngHfli heads, «t Ae end of each reign, i^ 
Such foreign princes as were allied to tlie Toyal-family. t,. Foreign prin- 
ces, imd -otTicrs, who have been kraghts of the garter. 3. Foreign prin- 
ces, wbo hflrre vifited this kingdom. 4. Ambafladors and envoys who 
have refided here^ 5. Foreigners who have been fojoumcrs at cither of 
our univcrfities. 6. Foreigners, w?io have been fdlows of the Royal- 
Sodety. 7. Travellers of eminence who have been In England. Lafflf,. 
fiich as do not fsU under the above diviHons. 

It (hould here be obferved, that the biographical part of the woA it. 
generally confined to thofe perfons of whom diere are engraved portraits y 
and that this takes in almoft all charaftcrs of diflinftion, dpccially from^ 
tiie rdgn of Henry VHI. to the Revolution.

IN every age and nation, diftinguiflied for arts and learn- 
ing, the inclination of tranfmitting the memory, and 
even the features of iOuftnous perfons to pofterity, has 
uniformly prevailed. The greateft poets, orators, and hifto* 
rians, were cotcmporaries with the moft celebrated painters, 
ftatuaries, and engravers of gems and medals ; and the de- 
lire to be acquainted with a man's afpeft has ever rifen, in 
proportion to the known excellence of his charaAcr, and 
the admiration of his writings *. This inclination appears 
to have been no leis prevalent in the earlier ages of the 
world. The old Egyptians prefervcd a mummy, for the 
fame reafon that the Greeks cut a ftatue, or painted a por- 
trait, though it coHld retain little more of the human form 
than a fceleton. 

But no invention has better anfwered the end of perpe- 
tuating the memory of illuftrious men, than the modern 
art of engraving, which I {hall, without fcruple, prefer to 
the boafted art of the Egyptians ; and I would much rather 
be poffeffed of a good coUeftion of prints of my country-

men, than a colIe^on of their mummies, though I had 9 
pyramid for its repofitory. 

This art, which had its'orrginln Italy*, was flow in its 
progrefs into our part of the world ; and after it fixed here, 
was long before it arrived at its prefent excellence; yet fome 
of its early produftions have their merit, independent of 
their antiquity ; and the paflion for engraved portraits feems 
to have been almoft coeval with the art itfelf f . 

But the greateft excellency of this art, has frequently 
brought it into contempt : I ntiean the multiplication of 
copies ; many of which have been neglefted and deftroyed^ 
merely becaufe they were multiplied. The engraver is, in 
this refpeftt the fame to the painter, that the printer is to 
the author. I wi(h I could carry on the parallel, and £ay 
that the works of both come from the prefs with additional 
beauty ; though it is faying a great deal, that the producr 
tions of fome of our modern artifts go near to rival the 
pencil itfelf.

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As to the utility of a colleftion of Englifli portraits, it 
may perhaps be fuffident to fay, that Mr. Evelyn, Mr. Afti- 
mole, Mr. Samuel Pepys, fccrctary to the admiralty, Mr* 
Thorefby, and feveral gentlemen of diftinguiihed p?irts an4 
learning, now living, have made confiderable coUeftions of 
this kind ^. But I fliall borrow the following quotation 
from a late author f , who fays that a collefbion is ufeful : 
** Not fo much for the bare entertainment and curiofity 
^ that th^re is in foch artful and beautiful imitations, or 
^ the lefs folid intelligence of the diflferent modes or ha- 
" bits, and fafhions of the times, as the more important 
** direftion and fettlement of the ideas, upon the true form 
" and features of any worthy and famous perfons repre*- 
" fented : and alfo the diftinftion of families^ and men of 
** fuperior merit in them, by their arms and mottoes, or 
" emblematical allufions to their aclions, writings, &c. the 
** infcriptions of their titles of honour, preferments, and 
*< moft fignal fervices, or other obfervablcs, with the chro- 
" nological particulars thereof : as of their birth, age, death,. 
" &c. and the (hort charadlers or encomiums of them, of- 
** ten fubjoined in verfe or profe ; befides the name of 
** painter, defigner, graver, &c. and the dates alfo of their 
** performance : whereby a fingle print, when an artift is 
" thoroughly apprehenfive, or well-advifed, in what he is 
" about, and will embrace the advantages or opportunities 
" he may, to anfwer the expedations of the curious in 
" thfiir various taftes and enquiries,, may become a rich 
«< and plenteous banquet, a full fpread table of choice and 
^ ufeful communications, not only moft delightful to the

^ eye, but moft inilmftive to the mind.'' To thefe obfer- 
vations I Ihall take the liberty to add, that in a coUeftion of 
this kind, the contents of many galleries are reduced into 
the narrow compafs of a few volumes ; and the portraits 
of fuch as dtftinguilhed themfelves for a long fucceflOion of 
tiges, may be turned over in a few hours ^. 

Another advantage attending fuch an afTemblage is, that 
the methodical arrangement has a furpriling effeft upon 
tht memory. We fee the celebrated cotemporaries of every 
age almoft at one view, and by cafting the eye upon thofe 
that fat at the helm of ftate, and the inftrumcnts of great 
events, the tnind is infenfibly led to the hiftory of that pe- 
riod. There are alfo matay curious particulars found in the 
infcriptions of prints> not to be met with in any other re- 
cords. Thefe, tiDgether with the arms, mottoes, and de- 
vices, convey much the fame kind of inftruftion as the 
reverfes of medals f . The relation that prints bear to 
paintings, from which they are generally taken, is alfo a 
confiderable help in leading to the knowledge of them. 
The antiquaries at Rome have recourfe to ancient coins 
to prove the authenticity of a ftatue ; and the colledors of 
portraits make the fame ufe of prints in authenticating a 
pifture. A methodical colleftion of engraved heads will 
ferve as a vifible reprefentation of paft events, become a 
kind of Jpeaiing chronicle^ and carry that fort of intelligence 
into civil ftory, that in popifh times was almoft the fole

fvpport of r^ljgioiv;. with thii diflfcreDce, that inftcad of 
thoie lyiog kgends, and fabulous relations, which fpread 
error and fuperftition through the miods of meo ; thefe» 
by fhort aad accurate infcription^, may happily convey, and 
that in a manner almoft infienftble, real and ufeful inilruc* 
tion. For fuch a colleAioa witt delight the eye, recreate 
the mind, impre^ the insiaginfttion, fix the memory^, and 
thereby yield no imall aflift&npe to the judgments 

There is another great benefit that nuy be derived fro». 
this, and which cannot be had, or at leaft cannot fo weU. 
and eafily be had, any other way. It will eftablifti in th^e 
Hiind of the attentive perufer that fyncbrmlfm which is fo 
eflential a part of the Britifli hiftory ; and in which, how^ 
«ver, fome, otherwife no contemptible writers, have egrei. 
gioufly failed. For by fiudying fuch a colie£lion^ together 
with the following work, the perfonal faifiory of the illu£- 
trious in every rankt «ui in every profeffion, will be referred 
to its proper place ; and ftatefmen, heroes, patriots^ divines^ 
bwytrs, poete, and <:ekbrat«d Artifts, will occupy their re- 
^leftive ftatiens, and be renaembered in the feyeral pcriodft^ 
in which they really flouriibed : a thing In itfclf of very 
great confeqwnce, and which once thoroughly attained in. 
this manner, more efpecially by young people, will be rer 
jcolleded with great facility, and prove of wonderful fcrvice: 
ftn reading hiflori^ apd memoirs. 

I may add to iUus a fiill n[xore important circumftance^ 
which is the power that fuch a method will have in awaken* 
ing genius ^. For as Ulyffes is faid to have difcovered

Achilles under the difguife of a female, by exhibiting armf 
and implements of war; fo the running over thefe por- 
traits, together with the fliort charafters of the perfons, 
will frequently excite the latent feeds of a martial, philofo- 
phic, poetic, or literary difpofition. A Ikilful preceptor, 
when he exhibits fuch a colledion, and fuch a work as this 
to his pupil, as a mere amufement, will prefently perceive 
the true bent of his temper, by his being firuck with a 
Blake or a Boyle, a Hyde or a Milton. In perfons of a 
warm and lively difpofition it will appear at firft fight ; in 
thofe of a fedate mind, more flowly, and perhaps not till 
after frequent perufal. But it may be fafely afferted, that 
if a young perfon has real principles of action, and a charac- 
ter impreffed by nature, which is the only folid foundation 
of a vigorous attachment to any fcicnce or profeffion, it is 
in this way moft likely to be found, and ought then to be 
cultivated with the utmoft care and attention ; for the ef- 
forts of nature will very rarely, if ever, deceive. 

1 have reafon to hope, that when the great utility of fufh 
coUeftions, and of this work, come to be thoroughly un- 
derftood, it may incline gentlemen of learning, and who 
have the neceffary opportunities, to enquire after and 
bring to light many portraits that have hitherto remained 
in obfcurity, and have ferved only as ornaments in private 
families. It may be remarked, that in the uncaftrated 
edition of Holinlhed's " Chronicle'* there are large accounts 
of fonw great families, and perfons who have filled im- 
portant employments. In Weever's « Funeral Monuments,*'

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there is a copious detail of the ancient family of the How- 
ards ; and in Dugdale's •< Hiftory of Warwicklhire,'* there 
is the like difplay of the families of Beauchamp, from the 
fomous jmanufcript hiftory of John Roffc the antiquary. 

I may likewife indulge myfelf in the expe<3:ation, that 
when it is feen how much light may be thrown on hiftory 
by the heads of royal, noble, and remarkable pcrfonages, 
greater care will for the future be taken, efpecially as the 
arts of engraving and mezzotinto are now arrived at fuch 
perfe^on, in tranfmitting, with all pofiible care and exad* 
nefs, this kind of prints to pofterity ; and that due attention 
will be paid to propriety and corrednefs, more efpecially 
in reQ>ed to xlates, in all the infcriptions that are placed 
under and over them : by which means many material in- 
formations may be given, the negled of which, in earlier 
times, is juftly regretted ; and many errors and miftakes 
prevented, which embarrais the hiftorical memoirs of for- 
mer ages. 

As colleftions of engraved portraits, however ufeful in 
themfelves, have lain under the fame prejudices with an- 
dent coins, and have been generally efteemed as little more 
than empty amufements ; I have endeavoured, at leaft, to 
point oiit a method to render them of real utility to the 
curious, who by forming a coUedion may fupply the defeft 
of Englifli medals *. Though nothing is more ufeful, I 
have feldom, in r$pofttories of prints, feen any thing like

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ordei- : the poetafter frequently takes place of the poet, and 
the pedant of the man of genius; John Ogilby is fexalted 
above Mr. Dryden, and Alexander Rofs f has the prece- 
dence of Sir Walter Ralegh, becaafe ehgraved by a better 
hand. The follo\ying catalogue, which is carried down 
to the Revolution, is chiefly comjpiled from the valuable 
colleftions of the honourable Horace Walpole, and James 
Weft, Efq. to whom, and to Sir William Mufgrave, I ac- 
knowledge myfelf under very great obligation, for theitr 
copious conimunications and ready afliftatice in the courfe 
of this compilation. I am at a Ibfs to exprcfs my gratitude 
to Sir William Mufgrave, who upon every occafion afll&ed 
me with his advice, fupplied me with bb(^s, and favoured 
me with the ufe of ttvo large volumes 6f Englifti heads, 
f:olle<aed by the late Mr. Thorefby 6f Leeds, which are 
now in his pofleffion. My thankis are in a particular man- 
ner due to Mr. Walpole, who with iiis own hami did me 
the honour to add to the catalogue a defcription of many 
heads not found in Mr. Weft's colle6Uon. My very grate- 
ful acknowledgments are due. to the dutchefs-dowager of 
i'ortland, for the fight of a fine colleclioh of heads at Bul- 
ftrode, and for oth^ Ifavours, received in the moft obliging 
manner, from her grace. 1 am proud to own toy obliga- 
tions to fo diftinjguiihed a writer ad Dr. Campbefl, ior feve. 
fal ufeful obfervations in tbis preface, and alfo for noticed 
of Various pferfdns mentioned in the ehtuing volume. I 
muft alio "gfatefiill J- ac'knowledge, that I have received thfe 
greateft afiiftance Frotn a firuly worthy and jildicious gen- 
tleman in the netghbourhood of Reading, though I am not 
it Mberty to nyentibn Mb na^e. But kis extraordinary 
parts and extenfive learning, eii)ecially itt the hifto^y and 
antiquities oiF our own country, ^ave r^d^red )iim more

1 muft here inform the reader, that the . collection of 
EngUfh heads in the poffeffion of Jajcnes Weft, Efq. which 
is now increaffed to twenty- three volumes in folio, include? 
the ten volumes which belonged to the late Mr. NichoUs, 
F. R.. S. whence Mr. Jo^eoh Ames, fecretary to the fociety 
of antiquaries, compiled hia catalogue of about two thou- 
fand beads, publiAed in 1748; which^ though without me- 
thod, has been of confiderable ufe to me. I have not fol- 
lowed the example of Mr. Ames in cjefcribing the drefs of 
each perfon j but have generally mad^ fome remarks on th^ 
dreffes of the times, at the end of the ftveral reigns ; ^ri4 
to avoid! fwelling the work to too great a bulk, I haye re- 
tained only as much of the infcriptioa as was neceflary tQ 
charaftcrize the print, or. Inform the reader of any thing 
particularly memorable, in relatito to the perfon. I have, fo;^ 
the dircftion of coUeAors, followed the example of Mr, 
Alhmolc, in referring to many of the books before which 
the heads arc to be tound *. I have frequently defcribed 
variety of prints of the fanie perfon ; but as they were ge- 
nerally done at diflferent periods of his life, or by different 
hands, there needs no apology for inferting them ; ^nd ef. 
pecially, as by comparing the feveral portraits, the true 
Ukeneia may with more certainty be deter mined*

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brief anecdotes which I have added. But thefe I hrre 
fludied to make as coocife as poflible i they fufficiently an- 
fwer my piirpofe, if they give the reader a general idea of 
the cbara^r of each perfon^ and afford a hint to fome abler 
hand to reduce Qur biography to fyftem*. 

I did not think myfelf obliged to quote my authors upon 
every occafion ; but have always endeavoured to apply to 
fuch as are of the beft authority, both for my colledioos 
and anecdotes. 

I have been alfo particularly careful with refped to datea, 
in which there are doubtlefs fome feeming contradi&ionSt 
occaiioned by the different cuftoms among our chronologifts 
of beginning the year with the firft of January^ and the 
twenty-fifth of March. Hence it is not unufual to fiadf 
that the fame perfon died on the fame day of the month 
for two years fuccefSvcly *. I have added the dates of 
engraving to fome of Smith's heads, from an authentic 
manufcripty communicated by the late Mr. Mac Ardell^ 
and copied from a catalogue of Smith's hand-writing.!— It 
will perhaps be objected, that I have given a place to mean 
engravings, and prints of obfcure perfons: but whoever 
Audies for a ufeful colledion ihould make it numerous ; if 
for an elegant one, he may feled fuch as pleafe his eye, 
and are conformable to his tafte. Of many perfons there 
are none but meanly engraved heads ; but I can eafily ima* 
gine that the meaneft in this coUedion may preferve the

to afcertain a doubtful pichirc *. And this is the more 
probable, as moft of the prints were engraved when the 
pcribns reprcfented were well known, and any one could 
judge of the refcmblance. 

As to the obfcurity of the perfons, though there are a 
few whofe merit is derived merely from the painter or en- 
graver f , and fome authors wha have written volumes of 
inanity that deferve to perifli ; yet there are others, whofc 
names arc now forgotten, who were juftly celebrated in 
their time : and one reafon for making colledions of this 
kind, is to perpetuate the memory of fuch as have deferved 
well of poftcrity, though their works have fcarce reached 
it It is fortunate for thefe authors that there are fuch re- 
pofitAries, and that the engraved plate, as well as the im« 
preffed metal,

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But how would It allay the thirft of farae in a writer, if 
he could forefee that the. perpetuity which he promifea his 
produftions will be limited to their frontifpiece ; and that 
a few days work of aa engraver will, in the next age, be 
preferred to the labours of his life ? 

But the engraved portrait of an author, whatever is the 
fate of his workSy might ftiU remain an honorary n)eaK>rial 
of him* Thfiv^ is much the fame kind of exiflence in th^ 
fliadow ol a man's perfooi* that there i^ in the found of his 
same, the utmoft a pafihumoug fame caji attaia to ; aa ex:^ 
iftence which aumbejra have too eagerly fought for, with 
infinite disquiet to themfelves aj^ the reft of mankind. 

As painters and engrav^vs of portraits have met with en^ 
couragemeot in Sng^andk I filter myfelf that this ftrft 
attempt towards a methodical catalogue of Eaglifli hc^d$ 
will meet with pardon, if not with approbation, from the 
curious ; which I am perfbaded it would more eafily do,^, if 
the reader knew under what difadvantages the author, who 
lives in the obfcurity of the country, has laboured in the 
courie of the "wotk. 

I fhall only add, that the coUeftor of prints might further 
improve himfclf in the knowledge of perfonal hifiory from' 
engraved coins and medals ^. In Speed's " Chronicle'^ arc 
medals of as many of the Roman emperors as had any con- 
cern with Britain ; a coafiderable number of coins of the 
Saifeon^ Daaifh, and Anglo-Saxoa kings; and a complete 
feries of coins and feals from William the Conqueror to 
James the Firfi, cut in wood with great exa^tnefs, from the

His impatience of this fubjedlion impelled him to feveral 
afts of violence, from which his. nature feenots to have been 
averfe. His uncle the duke of Gloucefter was aflailinated 
by his orders ; and he unjuftly detained the eftate of 
Henry duke of Lancafter^ by whofe procurement he was 
dethroned and murdered.

Humphrey, duke of Glouccfler, commonly called the 
Good, was youngeft brother to Henry V. and the firft 
founder of the univerfity library in Oxford, which was 
pillaged of the greateft part of its books, in the reign of 
Edwaf d VL Grafton has recorded a remarkable inftance 
of his fagacity^. A fellow who affirmed that he was 
born blind, pretended to have received his fight at St. Al- 
ban's ihrine. The duke had the curiofity to examine him, 
and aiked of what colour his gown was, and the colours of 
feveral other things in the room. He told him the feve* 
. ral colours without a moment's hefitation ; and the duke, 
with as little heiication, ordered him to be fet in the flocks 
as an impoftor. This prince's vault, in which his body- 
was preferved in a kind of pickle, was difcovcred at St.

JOHN TALBOT, earl of Shrewfbury, &c. great mar/hal 
to king Henry VL of bis realm of France^ who died in the battk of 
Bottrdeauxj with l&rd vifcount lifie his fon^ I453> ^^ '^ buried at 
Roan in fiormandy j % Cecill^fc. 4/^. 

This great general, who was for near twenty-four 
years the terirof and fcourge of France, was viftoribus in 
no lefs than forty battles and Ikirmifhes. The genera- 
lity of our hiftorians agree in his being killed at the fiege 
of Chaftillion, after he had taken Bourdeaux ; though his 
epitaph informs us that he was killed in the battle of Bour- 
deaux. He^was above eighty years of age at the time 
of his death. The duke of Shrewfbury, who died in 
1718^ was lineally defcended from him. See Clafs VII. 

ANTHONY WIDVILLE,eari of Rivers, attended 
by Caxton the printer, preienting his book to Edward IV.

Kicholas 
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Nicholas Breakfpear, who^ upon his advancement to 
the popedom, aflumed the name of Adrian IV. was, in 
the early part of his life, reduced to the necefSty of fub- 
mitting to fcrvile offices for bread. He ftudied in France ; 
where, though he laboured under the preflures of poverty, 
he made a wonderful progrefs in learning. He was, for 
his merit, chofen abbot of St. Rufus in Provence ; and ia 
£ica.ii54. 1146 made a cardinal. In 1154 he fucceeded Anaftaiius 
the Fourth in the pontificate. He told one of his inti- 
mate friends, that all the hardfhips of his life were no* 
thing in comparifon of the burden of the papal crown. 
Such were the difficiilties and forrows which Ke had ex- 
perienced, that he had been, as he expreiTed it, ^ ftrained 
through the limbec of affliftion.'* Frederic, king of the 
Romans, at an interview with this pope in Italy, conde- 
fcended to hold his ftirrup, while he mounted his horfe. 
He was the only Englifhman that ever fat in St Peter's 
chair*. Ob* i Sept 1159.

The prodigious conflu- 
ence of pilgrin^s to his ihrine, may be guefled at by the 
deep channels worn in the marble pavement of the Cathe- 
dral at Canterbury, where they offered their gifts and 
their devotions.

chite6lure, and the mathematics. He was author of the 
<* Hiftoria Major," and " Hiftoria Minor," which is an 
abridgement of the former ; to which is prefixed his por- 
trait. He is cenfured for a mixture of fable in his hifliory ; . 
but this cenfure affeds the character of the age, rather than 
that of the author.

• Few men have done more mifchief in the world than a great part of thofe that 
have been canonized for faints ; who were not only bigots, but incendiaries and 
perfecutors.

Hour, the compilers of their memoirs were not only under a neceflity of filtering 
their chai*a6ters> but of having recourfe to fiftion. It is not to be lamented, that 
fuch elaborate works as this of the Life of Bccket, together with the innumerable 
hiftories of miracles, pilgrimages, reliques, habits, beards, and toafures, are long 
6ace fwept away among the refu& of things. 

Vol. L F Roger 
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Roger Bacon^ aFrancifcan friar, was ftyled Dodor Mira- 
bilis, for his great learning, but much more for his inven- 
tion, the charafteriftic of genius. He difcovered the tele- 
fcope, burning-glalTes, camera obfcura, gun-powder, tranf- 
mutation of metals, and many other things ; the utility of 
moft of which was only known to himfelf. Dr. Freind 
fays, that a greater genius in mechanics has not rifen fince 
the days of Archimedes. A variety of authors bear much 
the fame teftimony to his abilities in other branches of fc^- 
ence. He was perfecuted by the barbarians of his age ; in 
which philofophy had made a lefs progrefs than any other 
kind of knowledge; and geometry and aftronomy were 
branded with the odious name of necromancy. Ob. 1 1 June, 
1292.

He was indefatigable 
in his labours, and generally went about bare-footed, in 
the garb of a pilgrim.

the fame power, tranflated to York. But this provifioa 
was, according to Godwin, fo ftrenuoufly oppofed by the 
dean and chapter of that church, and diiapproved of by 

the 
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the king, that he was forced to return to Lincoln. He 
diftinguilhed himfelf in the former part of his life by af- 
ferting the doftrine of Wicliffe ; as he did in the latter, 
by his oppofition to it. He caufed the bones of that 
confeffor to be taken up and burnt, according to the 
decree of the council of Sena. It is faid, that the 
college which he founded, was intended as a feminary 
for learned men who fliould oppofe Wicliffe's opinions. 
He died 25 Jan. 1430, and was buried in his own cathe- 
dral, where a fumptuous monument was erefted to his 
memory.

This defpotic monarch held the nation in greater fub- 
jcftion than any of its conquerors ; and did more by his 
will, than any of his predeceflbrs could have done with 
the fword. He was, in his own eftimation, the wifeft 
prince in Europe ; but was the known dupe of as many 
of the European princes as paid their court to him under 
that charafter* He was more governed by vanity and ca** 
price than principle ;. and paid no regard to mercy, not 
even to juftice, when it fiood in the way of his paffions^ 
He perfecuted both proteftants and papifts ; and gained 
the charafter of a generous and munificent prince, by di- 
viding the fpoils of th^ church, to which he had no right. 
His whole adminillration, after he was poflefled.of thoie 

%>oils> 
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fpoils, is a flagrant proof of the impotence of law, when 
oppofed to the violence of arbitrary power. But though 
a tyrant, he, by depreffing the nobility, and increafing 
the property of the Commons, had a confiderable hand in 
laying the foundations of civil liberty ; and though a bi- 
got to almoft every error of the church of Home, he was 
the father of the Reformation.

Mary queen of France, youngeft fifter to Henry VIII. 
was one of the moft beautiful women of her age. It is 
pretty dear that Charles Brandon gained her aflfe£lions 
before fhe was married to Lewis 'XII. as, foon after the 
death of that monarch, which was in about three months 
after his marriage, ihe plainly told him, that if he did not 
free her from all her fcruples within a certain time, ihe 
would never marry him. His cafuiftry fucceeded within 
the time limited, and {he became his wife. This was pro- 
bably with the king's connivance. It is however certain^ 
that no other fubjcd durft have ventured upon a queea 
of France, and a Mer of the implacable Henry the Eighth.

Charles Brandon was remarkable for the dignity and 
gracefulnefs of hig perfon, and his robuft and athletic 
conftitution. He diftinguifhed himfelf in tilts and tour- 
naments, the favourite exercifes of Henry. He was brought 
up with that prince, fiudied his difpofition, and exadly 
conformed to it. That conformity gradually brought on 
a driver intimacy ; and the king, to bring him nearer ta 
himfelf, raifed him from a private perfon to a duke.

JaAes V. was a prince of great perfonal courage, and 
of uncommon talents for government ; but he was not 
able, with all his prudence and vigour, to wreftle with 
domeftic fadion and a foreign enemy at the fame time. 
He died in the flower of his age, of grief, occafioned by 
the defeat of his army by the Englifli. This was more 
owing to the divifions which prevailed among the Scots, 
than to the courage or conduct of the enemy.

Thomas Cromwell was fon of a blackfmith at Putney, 
and fometime ferved as a- foldier in Italy, tinder the duke 
of Bourbon. He was afterwards fecretary to cardinal 
Wolfey, and ingratiated himfelf with Henry VIIL by dif- 
covcring, that the clergy were privately abfolved from 
their oath to him, and fworn anew to the pope. This 
difcovery furniihed the king with a pretence for the fup- 
preffion of monafteries, in which Cromwell was a prin- 
cipal inftrument. The king, whofe favours, as well as 
his mercies, were cruel, raifed him to a moft envied pitch 
of honour and preferment, a little befpi:e his fall. He 
firft amufed him with an agreeable profpcft, and then 
pufhed him down a precipice. Cromwell, as vicegerent, 
had the precedence of all the great officers of ftate. Be- 
headed July 28, 1540.

This venerable peer, who, almoll every year of his 
life, fince he had been honoured with that dignity f, 
diftinguifhed himfclf by his faithful fervices to the 
crown, was very near being facrificed, in his old age, 
to the peevilh jealoufy of Henry VIII. who, in his laft ill- * 
nefs, entertained an opinion that the family of the How- 
ards were too afpiring. He was tried, and found guilty 
of high-treafon, for bearing arms which his anceftbrs 
had publicly borne before, and which himfelf had often 
borne in the king's prefence. His execution was pre- 
vented by the death of the king. When he was above 
eighty years of age, he appeared, with his ufual fpirit, 
at the head of a body of forces, and helped to fupprefs 
Wyatt's rebellion.

The great and (hining talents of this accomplilhed no- 
bleman excited the jealoufy of Henry, who ftrongly fuf- 

peded 
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peftcd that he afpired to the crown. He was condemned 
and executed for high-treafon, after the formality of a 
tiral, Jan. 19, I546-7, His father the duke of Norfolk's 
head *• was upon the block ;'* but he was happily deli* 
vered by the death of the king. Tlie earl of Surrey was 
famous for the tendernefs and elegance of his poetry,, in 
which he excelled all the writers of his time. The fair 
Oeraldine, the fame of wbofe beauty was railed by his 
pen and his lance, has been proved by Mr. Walpole, from 
a coincidence of many circumftances, to have been Elizabeth} 
fecond daughter of Gerald Fitzgerald, earl of Kildare, by 
Margaret, daughter of Thomas Grey marquis of Dorfet, 
and to have been the third wife of Edward Clinton ear} 
of Lincoln.

No higher teftimony need be given of the merit of 
Colet, than his great intimacy with Erafmus, There was 
a fimilitude of manners, of ftudics, and fentiments in re- 
ligion, betwixt thefe illuftrious men, who ventured to 
take off the veil from ignorance and fuperfiition,. and 
expofe them to the eyes of the world ; and to prepare 
mens minds for the reformation of religion, and redo- 
ration of learning. Erafmus, who did him the honour to 
call htm his mafter, has given us a hint of his religious 
fentiments, in his famous colloquy intitled, ^ Peregri- 
natio Religionis ergo," in which Collet is the perfoa 
meant under the name of Gratianus Pullus *.

His ** Utopia/' a kind of po- 
litical romance, which gained him the higheft reputation 
as an author, is an idea of a perfed republic, in an ifland 
fuppofed to be newly difcovered in America. As this was 
the age of difcoveries, it was taken for true hiftory by 
the learned Budaeus, and others ; who thought it highly 
expedient, that mifEonaries fhould be fent to convert fo- 
wife a people to chriftianity f.

Wilh Sommers was fometime a fervant in the fti- 
, aiUy of Rkhard Farnaor, Efq. of Eilon Nefton, in North-^ 
amptonihire, anceftor of the earl of Pomfret. • This gen- 
tleman was found guilty of a pramunire in the reign of 
Henry Vni. for fending eight-pence,, and a couple, of 
Ihirts^ to a prieft^ conviifled. of denying the king's fupre- 
macy, who was then a prifoner in the goal at Bucking- 
ham. The rapacious monarch, feized whatever he was 
poflefled of, and reduced him ta a flate of miferable de- 
pendance. Will. Sommers, touched with compaflion 
for his unhappy mafter, is faid to have dropped fome ex-

In the reign of Richard II. the peaks, or tops, of fhdes 
and boots were worn of fo enormous a length, that they 
were tied to the knees f* A law was made in the fame 
reign, to limit them to two inches. The variety of 
dreffes worn in the reign of Henry the Eighth, may be 
concluded from the print of the naked Englifliman, hoW- 
ing a piece of cloth, and a pair of fheafs, in Borders *^ In-* 
troduftion to Knowledge J.** The drefs of the king and 
the nobles, in the beginning of this reign, was not un-' 
like that worn by the yeomen of the guard at prefent 
This was probably aped by inferior perfons. It is re*

As far as I have been able to trace the growth of the 
beard from portraits, and other remains of antiquity, I 
find that it never flourifhed nK>re in England, than in the 
century preceding the Norman Conqueft. That of Ed- 
ward the Confeffor was remarkably large, as appears from 
his fed in Speed's « Theatre of Great Britain.^ After 
the Conqueror took pofleffion of the kingdom, beards be- 
came unfaihionable, and were probably looked upon as 
badges of difloyalty, as the Normans wore only whilk* 
ers. It is faid, that the Engliih fpies took thofe inraders 
for an army of priefts, as they appeared to be without 
beards.

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Charles V. emperor of Germany, and king of Spain, 
is faid to have been a great politician at fixteen years of 
age. But it is certain that his genius, which was folid 
and very extraordinary, was not of the quickeft growth. 
His wars, and his vaft defigns, are known to every one 
who is converfant with hiftory ; and will now be betfer 
kqown than ever, by the work of an hiftorian that does the 
greateft honour to the Scots nation* He came into England 
In jsto, twice in this reign, to viiit the king, to whom he piiid his 
•"** '^*** court as thie arbiter of Europe ; as Henry then held the 
balance betwixt him, and Francis L of France^ Tired of 
thofe adive and bufy fcenes in which he had been long 
engaged, he, in the latter part of his life, reGgned his 
kingdoms to his brother and his Ton, and retired into a 
monaftery. He was thought to have been very ftrongly 
inclined to the religion which he perfecuted* Some 
days before his death, he commanded his funeral procef*' 
fion to pafs before him, in the fame order as it did after 
hisdeceafe. OL21 Sept. 1558. He was elefted Knight 
of the Garter in the reign of Henry VII. and perfonally 
inft ailed at Windfor, 1522,

Ferdinand was brother to Charles V. and his fucceflbr, 
in the empire.

He had the addrefs to prevail with 
Edward VL to violate the order of fucceflion, and fettle 
the crown upon his daughter-in-law, the lady Jane Grey. 
Several hiftorians fpeak of him as the greateft fubjed that 
ever was in England. He was executed for rebellion, in 
the firft year of queen Mary. It has been obfov^ed, that 
he had eight fons, of whom none had any lawful iflue *.

This was fo total an ^^^' 
overthrow, that they could never recover it* 

J OH N D U D LE.V, earl of Warwick, an excellent fol- 
dier, was lieutenant-general under the duke of Somerfet, in 

e%. He had alfo the reflory of • Leverington in Cambridgeilure, in the reign of 
Henry VIII. But a reflbry might have been held by any one who was a clerk at 
large. For though the law of the clmrch was, that in fuch a <»fe, he ihould take 
the order of priefthood within one year after his inftitution 5 yet that was fre- 
quently difpenfcd with. Indeed there is no appearance of evidence for this per- 
fon's having been in holy orders 5 and it is prefumed that Stiypc in the Life of him, 
page 41, was the firft that fuggefted his «« being at leaft in deacon's orders j" a 
fuggeftion that probably arofe from his not being able otherwife to account for the 
fpiritual preferments which he enjoyed.

This projeft has been 
generally looked upon as chimerical. His book on the 
Commonwealth of England, is efteemed a juft account of 
the Englifh conftitution, as it Was in the reign of Eli- 
zabeth,

Greek language in the univerfity of Cambridge, when 
he was only twenty-fix years of age, was au intimate 
friend^ and fellow- labourer in the fame ftudies with Sir 
Thomas Smith, and helped greatly to bring the Greek 
learning into repute. Thefc two celebrated perfons, and 
Roger Afcham, tutor to the princefs Elizabeth^ were the 
poHteft fcholars of their time, in the univerfity f. Sir 
John Cheke was cruelly ufcd on account of his religion,, 
in the reiga of Mary, and was fuppofed to have died of 
grief for figning a recantation againft his confcience. His 
writings, which are moftly in Latin^ are on theological,, 
critical, and grammatical fubjetfts.

He 
was Greek lefturer at Padua, and reader of phyfic in that 
univerfity. His medical works do honour to his genius^ 
and his flkill in his profefHon ; not to mention his philofo* 
^hical and hiftorical pieces, and his book of *^ Britifh 
•* Dogs,'* in Latin. His " Hiftory of Cambridge" gave 
occafion to a controverfy betwixt the two univerfitics^ in 
relation to their antiquity ; as Dr. Key has aflerted in that 
work, that the univerfity of Cambridge was founded by 
Cantaber, thre^ hundred and ninety-four years before 
Chrift. , His epitaph is as follows:

I take the reign of Mary to' be the sera of ruffs and 
farthingales % as they were firft brought hither from 
Spain. Howel tells us in his «« Letters," that the Spanifli 
word for a farthingale literally tranflated, iignifies cover- 
infant^ as if it was intended to conceal pregnancy. It is 
perhaps of more honourable extraAion^ and might fignify 
cover'tnfanfa7 

A blooming virgin in this age feem^ to have been more 
folicitous to hide her Ikin, than a rivelled old woman is 
at prefent» The very nedc was generally eoftcealed ; the 
arms were covered quite to the wrifts ; the petticoats were 
' worn long, and the head-gear, or coifure, clofe ; to which 
was fometimes fattened a light veil, wluch fell down be- 
hind, as if intended occafionally to conceal even the 
face. 

If I may depend on the authority of engraved por* 
traits, the beard extended and expanded itfelf more du-- 
ring the fhort reigns of Edward VI. and Mary, than from

The pamphlets on 
the *^ Unlovelinefs of Love-locks,'' and the ** Mifchief

In the fccond of Eli- 
zabeth, he was conflituted lord-prefident of the marches 
of Wales ; and in 15^7, lord-d^uty of Ireland, where he 
difiinguiihed himfelf by his prudent adminiftration. He 
was alfo employed in feveral important embaflies and ne- 
gotiations in thefe reigns. He was a man of learning 
himfelf, and a lover of learned men.

Sir John Perrot, was fon of Sir Thomas Perrot, Gent, 
ef the bed-chamber to Henry VIII. and Mary, daughter 
to James Berkeley, Efq, a lady of the court ; who, as Sir 
Robert Naunton tells us, •* was of the king's familiarity ;'* 
and he adds, that " if his pi<3aire, qualities, gefture, and 
•* voice, be compared with that king^s, they will plead

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^* ftrongly that he was a furrcptitious child of the blood 
« royal/' 

Henry, upon hearing of his valour in a rencounter at 
the Stews in Southwark, fent for hi^, and promifed to 
provide for him. He was of a fize and ftature far be- 
yond ordinary men, feems never to have known what 
fear was, had a terrible afpeft when provoked, and dif- 
tinguifhed himfelf in all martial exercifes more than any 
man of his time. He was employed both by fea and land 
againft Ireland in this reign ; but in fubduing that king- 
dom, gave too great a loofe to the natural ferocity of his 
temper ; for which, and for fome unguarded exprei&ons 
which he let fall againft the qa^n ^, he \fzs attainted, 
and died in the Tower in a few months after his trial, in 
Sept 1592. Dr. Swift iays, in the preface to his " Polite 
*« Converfation," that he was the firft that fwore by 
G-.8W..-.S. 

ROBERT DEVEREUX, earl of Effex, was ap.

His having this command, was entirely correfpondent 
to the wifhes of his vigilant and artful enemies, who foon 
contrived to put him upon the forlorn hope.

and Charles I. and four fucceffive archbilhops, to be kept 
chained in all parifh churches, for public ufe. He had 
the moft extraordinary memory of any man of his age, 
being able to repeat a fermon of his own compofing, af-^ 
ter once reading.

The great work of the " Ads and Monuments of the 
^ Church/* by John Fox, may be regarded as a vaft Go- 
thic building ; in which fome things are fuperfluous, fome 
irregular, and others manifeftly wrong : but which, alto- 
gether, infufe a kind of religious reverence; and we 
fland amazed at the labour, if not at the Ikill of the 
architeA. This book was, by order of queen Elizabeth, 
placed in the common balls of archbiihops, bifhops, deans, 
archdeacons, and heads of colleges ; and was long looked 
upon with a veneration next to the Scriptures themfelves. 
The fame has been faid of Fox, which was afterwards 
faid of Burnet ; that feveral perfons furniflied him with 
accounts of pretended fafts, with a view of ruining the 
credit of his whole performance. But the author does 
not fiand in need of this apology; as it was impoffible, in 
human nature, to avoid many errors in fo voluminous a 
work, a great part of which confifts of anecdotes. Ob.

John Knox was a rigid Calvinift, and the moft violent 
of the reformers. His intrepid zeal and popular elo- 
quence, qualified him for the great work of Reformation 
in Scotland, which perhaps no man of that age was equal 
to but himfelf. He affefted the dignity of the apoftolic 
charaftcr, but departed widely from the meeknefs of it^ 
He even dared to call the queen of Scats Jezebel to her 
face, and to denounce vengeance againft her from the 
pulpit. The addrefs fent by the Scottifli rebels to the 
eftablilhed church, was fuppofed to be penned by him. 
This title, which is charafteriftical of the man, was af- 
fixed to it : «* To the generation of Antichrift, the pef- 
«* tilent prelates, and their ihavelings, in Scotland, the 
♦* congregation of Chrift Jefus within the fame fay- 
«< eth, &c." He was author of feveral hot pieces of con- 
troverfy, and other theological works.

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William Alan, cardinal prieft of the church of Rome, cr. 2,3 July, 
and a celebrated writer in its defence, was educated at '^ ^* 
Oriel College in Oxford; and in 1556, chofen principal 
of St, Mary Hall. Upon the acceffion of Elizabeth, he 
retired to Louvain, where he publiflied his book on the 
fubjed of " Purgatory, and Prayers for the Dead ;'' in 
which rhetoric, of which he was a great mafter, held the 
place of argument. This was the ground-work of his 
reputation. He afterwards returned to England, where 
he lurked feveral years in difguife, and publifhed an apo- 
logy for his religion, which he induftHoufly difperfed. 
He had the chief hand in efiablifliing the Englifh femina* 
ries at Doway and Rheims, and feveral others in Spain 
and Italy. He was juftly regarded as a moft dangerous 
enemy to the civil, as well as religious liberties of his 
country ; as he perfuaded Philip 11. to undertake the con- 
quefl of England, and endeavoured by a book, which he 
publifhed about the fame time, to perfuade the people to 
take up arms againfl the queen.

RICHARD WHYTE; in Latin Vitus 8m 

Richard Whyte, fometime fellow of New College la 
Oxford, was, in the reign of Elizabeth, conftituted Re- 
gius profeffor of the civil and canon law at Doway, and 
created count Palatine by the emperor. Having buried 
two wives, he, by the difpenfation of pope Clement 
VIII. took prieft's orders, and was prefented to a canonry 
in St. Peter's Church at Doway. His principal work was,. 
♦« Hiftoriarum Britannicae Infula, &c. Libri novem, Duac. 
♦« 1602;'^ 8vo. to which is prefixed his head. Among^ 
other things, he wrote an explanation of the famous enig- 
matical epitaph at Bologna, which has been fo varioufly 
interpreted. It is probable that the author of it, who

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might have been much better employed, made it on pur- 
pofe to puzzle the idly iniquifitive amongft the learned.

Sir Thomas Smith was fevcral times fent ambaflador 
into France in this reign ; and on the twenty-fourth of 
June, 1572, he was appointed fecretary of ft ate. In 1575, 
he procured an aft of parliament that a third part of the 
rent upon college-leafes fhould be always referved in corn, 
at the low price at which it then fold. He clearly fore- 
faw that the collegiate bodies would reap great advantage 
from this aft, as there was the higheft probability that 
the price of grain would be much advanced.

crecy. 
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crccy, arc mentioned in all the hiftories of this reign. 
He knew how to be grave or facetious, could laugh with 
Henry IV. of France, and quote Greek and Latin authors 
with James VI. of Scotland. He was fo far from railing 
a fortune, that he fpent his patrimony in the fervice of 
the public, and was buried in the night, at the expence 
of his friends, who were apprehenfive that his corps 
might be arrefted for debt Ob.

of Leicefter's. It is certain that he died foon after he had 
eaten it, before he could be removed from table.

{hare in taking Cadiz, and burning the Spanilh fleet.

Sir Francis Drake, before he had the royal iandion for 
his depredations, was a fanaous free^bocter againil the 
Spaniards. The queen made no icrapk of employing fo 
bold and enterpriiing a man againft a people who were 
themfelvcs the greateft free-booters and plunderers amongft 
matkind. He was the firft Englifllmaii that encompaffed 
the globe. Magellan, whole fliips pafled the South Seas 
fome tin^ before, died in his psflEige. In 1587, he burnt 
one hundred Te&ls at Cadiz, andfa^esded the threaten- 
ed invaiion for a year ; and, about the £une time, took a 
rich Eafi: India carack near the Terceras, by which the 
Englifli gained fo great infight into trade in that part of 
the world, that it occafioned the eftablifliment of the 
Eaft India Company. In 1588 he was appointed vice-ad- 
miral: under the earl of Effingham, and acquitted himfelf 
in that important command with his ufual valour anti 
conduft. Ob. 28 Jan. 1595-6. 

GUALTHERUS RALEIGH, equcs auratus; i» 
armour ^ ^fo. 

Sir Walter Ralei^ ferved in the wars in the Low- 
Countries, and in Ireland ; and was afterwards employed 
in difcoveries in the Weft Indies, and in the improvement 
of navigation, to which his genius was ftrongly inclined. 
In 1584 he difcovered Virginia^ to which he made no leTs 
than five voyages. He was one of the moft diftinguiihed

His learning was continually improved Into habits 
of life, and helped greatly to advance his knowledge of 
men and things ; and he became a better foldier, a better 
fea-officer, an abler ftatefman, and a ratore accomplifhed 
courtier, in proportion as he was a better fcholar.

Sir Richard Greenvile waa^ vice-admiral under lord 
Thomas Howard, fon to the duke of Norfolk, who was 
jfenC with a fquadron of ieven fhips to America, to inter* 
t«pt the Spanifh gaIteon» laden with treafure from the 
Weft Indies. Sir Richard, who happened to be feparated 
froitt the reft of the fquadron, n&fortvnatelj fell in with 
the edemte^ fleet of fifty-two fail, which he engaged and 
. repulfed fifteen times. He continued fighting till he wa» 
covered with blood and wounds, and nothing remained 
of his ihip but a battered hulk.

He took pofleilion of Newfound- 
land in the name of queen Elizabeth ; but was unfuccefs- 
ful in his attempt to lettle a colony on the continent of 
America. He, as well as Sir Walter Raleigh, purfued his 
iludies at fea and land, and was feen in the dreadful tem*- 
pell which fwallowed up his ftiip, fitting unmoved in the 
fiern of the veflel, with a book in his hand ; and was of« 
ten heard to fay, ^ Courage my lads ! we are as near hea- 
<< ven at fea, as »t land.'' He always i^ore on'bk breaft 
a golden anchor fufpended to a pcad, whicii was glv^n 
him by the queen. • There was a portrait of him in the 
poffeffion of bis dcfcendants in Devonftire, with this ho- 
nourable badge.

Thomas Cavendifli was a gentleman adventurer, who, 
foon after the commencementofhoflilities between England 
and Spain, undertook to annoy the Spaniards in the Weft 
Indies ; and carried fire and fword into their remoteft tcr- 
ritories* He burnt and dcftroyed nineteen of their fhips, 
and took the admiral of the South Seas, valued at 
48,800 1. In this expedition he encompail'ed the globe, 
and returned in great triumph to England, His foldiers 
and failors were cloathed in filk, his fails were damalk, 
and his top-maft covered with cloth of gold. In his fecond 
,591. expedition, he fuffered almoft all the mfferies that could 
attend a difaftrous voyage ^. His men mutinied, and lie

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Edmund Spenfer^ the celebrated author of the « Fairy 
" Queen/' was the father of the Englifh heroic poeiUf 
and of true pafloral poetry in England. He ftands dif- 
tinguifhed from almoft all other poets^ in that faculty by 
which a poet is diftinguiihed from other writers, namely, 
invention ; and excelled all his cotemporaries in harmo- 
nious verfification. The ftanza of Spencer, and the old 
words which conftantly occur in him, contribute to give 
this great poet an air ot peculiarity : hence it is that al- 
moft all the imitations of Jiim refemble the original ^. 
Parnaffus proved a very barren foil to him. The queen 
was far from having a juft fenfe of his merit ; and lord 
Burleigh, who prevented her giving him a hundred 
pounds, feems to have thought the loweft clerk in his of- 
fice a more deferving perfon« It was very hard that a 
genius who did honour to his country, ihould get le(s by 
writing, than a journeyman mechanic employed in print* 
ing his works* He died in want of bread, 1599.

The faults found in him are chiefly thofe of 
the age in which he Hved^ his tranfcribers, and kit edi- 
tors. He not only excelled in copying nature, but his^ 
ima^nation carried kim beyond it. He had all the crea- 
tive powers of fancy to fona new charader^ * ; and was 
more an original genius than any other writer. He, like 
other great poets, has had the felicity of having his 
£aults admired, for the fake of his beauties. See the next

He 
that was the ornament of the univerfity, was alio the or* 
oament of the court ; and appeared with equal advant-^ 
age in a field of battle, or at a tournament ; in a private 
converfation among his friends, or in a public charaAer as 
an ambaflfador. His talents were equally adapted to profe 
T)r verfe, to original compofition, or. tranflation. His 
** Arcadia'* was not only admired for its novelty, but 
continued to be read longer than fuch compoiltions 
Xifually are, and has paffed through fourteen editions. 
The reader will find the language of the Arcadia incom- 
parably better than the affected pedantic ftyle of Lilly's 
<* Euphues,'' which was much read and admired by the 
ladies at court in this reign. He died * i6 Odu 1586.

Upoti this, urged by perfonal refent* 
ment, he fedulouQy applied himfelf to a thorough exa- 
mination of that celebrated work, and publilhed a diiico- 
very of the errors which he found in the fourth edition 
of it. This book, in which Mr. Camden is treated with 
very little ceremony, or even common decency, was of 
great ufe to him in the fifth edition, publilhed in i6oo. 
Brook's " Second Difcovery of Errors,^' to which his 
head is prefixed, was publiCbed in 4to. 1723, about a cen- 
tury after his deceafe.

He carefully collefted 
many of the old MSS. which were in the Cotton Library, 
and was the founder of an almshoufe at Greenwich. 

JOHN STOW, hiftorian and antiquary ; Vertut 
fc\ A bujl, from his monument in the church of St. Andrew Un^ 
derjhaft \ large b. fb. The whole monument was engraved by 
Sturty for his Survey. 

This induftrious antiquary, who was bred a taylor, 
quitted his occupation, to purfue his beloved ftudy of 
the hiftory and antiquities of England, to which he had 
an invincible propenfity. He was not only indefatigable 
in fearching for ancient authors and MSS. of all kinds re- 
lating 
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lating^ to Englifh hiftory, but was alfo at the patns of 
tranfcribing many things with his own hand. As his 
ftodies and coltcAions engrolfed his whole attention^ 
he, in a^ few years, foand himfelf in embarraffed ciroim- 
ftances, and was under a neceOity of returning to his 
trade ; but was enabled by the generofity of archbiihop 
Parker (o refume his ftudies. His principal works aro^ 
his " Survey of London ;" a book defervedly efteemed ; 
his Additions to Hollingfhead^s Chronicle, and his 
** Annals/* The folio volume, commonly called ^ Stow*s 
*• Chronicle,'^ was compiled from his papers after his de- 
ceafe, by K Howes. Our author Stow, had a principal 
hand in two improred editions of Chaucer's Works^^ 
publiflied in this reign, Ob. 5 April, 1605, ^t. 80. 

HUMPHREY LLOYD, (or Lhuyd) of Denbigh^ 
Efq. antiquary, 1561; J.Fahtrf. 171 7; h.Jb. mez2. 

Humphrey Lloyd, a celebrated antiquary, was fomc*- 
time of Brazen Nofe College in Oxford, where he feems 
to have fludied phyfic for his amufement, as he never fol- 
lowed it as a profefllon. He had a tafte for the arts, par- 
ticularly mufic, and did the map of England for the 
* Theatrum Orbis" of Ortelius, his particular friend,' to 
whom he addreffed his ^ Commentarioli Britannicae De- 
•* fcriptionis Fragmentum,'* 1572; i2mo. and his eptftle 
•* De Mona lOruidum Infula, Antiquati fuae reftituta.'*^ 
He alfo wrote " Chronicon Walliae, a Rege Cadwalladcro,. 
•* ufque ad An. Dom. 1294 ;'' a MS. in the Cotton Libra- 
ry. He collefted a great number of curious and ufeful 
books for lord Lumley his brother-in law. Thefe were 
purchafed by James I. and were the foundation of the 
Royal Library. They are now a very valuable part of the 
Britifh Mufeum. Ob. circ. 1570.

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The ancient fociety.of antiquane8» in the lift of whom 
are many great and refpe&able names *, was ereAed in

Sir Thomas Bodley merited much as a man of letters ; 
but incomparably more^ in the ample provifion he has 
made for literature, in which he fiands unrivalled. In 
1599, ^^ opened his library; a maufoleum which will 
perpetuate his memory as long as books themfelves en- 
dure. He drew up the fiatutes himfelf for the regulation 
of his library, and wrote memoirs of his own life, 
Hearne, in his ^ Camdeni Elizabetha," has publiihed

John Gerarde, a furgeon in London, was the greateft 
Englilh botanift of his time. He. was many years re- 
tained as chief gardener to lord Burleigh, who was him- 
. fdf a great lover of plants, and had thebeft collection of 
any nobleman in the kingdom : among thefe were many 
exotics, introduced by Gerarde. In 1597, he publiihed 
his Herbal, which was printed at the expencc of J. 
Norton, who procured the figures from Frankfort, 
which were originally cut for Tabermontanus's Herbal in 
High Dutch. In 1633, Thomas Johnfon, an apothecary, 
publiihed an improved edition of Gerarde's book, which 
is fiill much efteemed ^. The defcriptions in this Her- 
bal are plain and familiar; and both thefe authors have 
laboured more to make their readers underfiand the cha- 
raders of the plants, than to give them to und^rftand 
that they knew any thing of Greek or Latin. 

• Thomas Johnfon, who, for hit labours in this work, was honoured with a 
Dr. of phyfic's degree, by the nniveriity of Oxford, was lieut. col. to Sir Mar- 
tnaduke Rawdon, governor of Baiing-boufe, in the C^vil Wars. He fet fire to the 
Grange near that fortrefs, which confifted of twenty houies, and killed and burnt 
about three hundred of Sir William Waller^s men, wounded five hundred more, 
and took arms, ammunition, and provifion, from the enemy.

Frederic Zucchero^ a celebrated Italian painter of his- 
tory and portrait, had aHb the honour of painting the 
queen« Several of his portraits are engraved among the 
lUuftrious Heads. There is a very grand compofition by 
him, in the church of St. Angdo in Vado, the place of 
his nativity, of which I (hall give a defcription, as I have 
lecn it no where defcribed. In the lower part of this 
piece, which is painted in the form of a large arch, is 
the angel Gabriel, revealing the birth of Chrift to the 
Virgin. On the right and left, are the patriarchs and 
prophets who foretold that great eveqt, with tablets in 
their hands, on which are infcribed their prophecies. 
In the upper part is heaven opened, and the Eternal Fa« 
ther in the midft of a lai^ group of ieraphs, with his 
right-hand extended, in a pofture of benedi^ion, and 
grafping a globe with his left Next below him is the 
Holy Ghoft } and on each fide the feveral orders of an- 
gels, fupported by clouds, finging, and playing on va- 
rious inftruments of mufic. Juft without the femi-circle 
of the arch, on the right and left, are Adam and Eye 
very confpicuous, in melancholy poftures ; intimating 
that the birth of the Meffiah was for the redemption of 
fallen man.

Wc arc informed by Hcntzner *, that the Eogliih, in 
the reign of Eliaabetbt cut the hair clofe on the middle 
of the head, but fuffered it ta grow on either fide. 

As it is ufual in drefs, as in. other things, to pafs from 
one extreme to another, the large jutting coat became 
quite out of fafliion in this reign, and a coat was worn 
refembling a waiftcoat. 

The men's ruffs were generally of a n^oderate fize, the 
women's bore a proportion to their fisurthingales^. which 
were enormous. 

We are informed, that fome beaux had adually intro- 
duced long fwords and high ruffs, which approached the 
royal ftandard. This roufed the jealoufy of the queen^ 
who appointed officers to break every man's fword, and 
to clip all rufis which were beyond a certain length f. 

The breeches, or to fpeak more properly, drawers, fell 
far (hort of the knees, and the defed was fupplied with 
long hofe, the tops , of which were faftened under the 
drawers. 

William, earl of Pembroke, was the firft who wore 
^ >5^ knit ftockings in England, which were introduced in this 
reign. They were prefented to him by William Rider, 
an apprentice near London Bridge, who happened to fee 
a pair brought from Mantua, at an Italian merchant's in 
the city, and made a pair exactly like them |.

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Edward Vere, the feventecnth earl of Oxford, was the 
firft that introduced embroidered gloves and perfumes into 
England, which he brought from Italy. He prefentcd 
the queen with a pair of perfumed gloves, and her por- 
trait was painted with them upon her hands ^. 

At this period was worn a hat of a lingular form, which 
refembled a clofc-ftool pan with a broad brim f . Philip II. 
in the former reign, feems to wear one of thefe uteniils 
upon his head, with a narrower brim than ordinary, and 
makes at leaft as grotefque an appearance, as his coun« 
tiyman Don (^ixote with the barber's bafon J. 

The reverend Mr. John More of Norwich, one of the 
worthicft clergyman in the reign of Elizabeth, gave the 
beft reafon that could be given, for wearing the longeft 
and largeft beard of any Englifhman of his time ; namely, 
** That no aft of his life might be unworthy of the gra- 
** vity of his appearance §.^^ I wifh as good a reafon could 
always have been afligned for wearing the longeft hair, 
and the longeft or largeft wig ||. 

As the queen left no lefs than three thoufand different 
habits in her wardrobe when flie died f , and was pof- 
feffed of the dreffes of all countries, it is fomewhat 
ftrange that there is fuch a uniformity of drefe in her por*

Charles 
IX. and Henry III. was twenty-five years younger than 
Elizabeth. He had made fome progrefs in his fuit with 
that princefs, before he came into England ^, and had a fe- 
cret interview with her at Greenwich, in which, though 
bis perfon was not advantageous, he gained confiderably 
upon her aSefUons. He came into England a fecond 
time, the fame year, and was gracioufly received by 
her. On the anniverfary of her coronation, Ihe pub- 
licly took a ring from her finger, and put it on the duke's. 
This wife princefs was very near being the dupe of her 
paflions ; but, after a long ftruggle betwixt her reafon and 
her love, Ihe reluftantly yielded to the former, and the 
match was broken oflF.

The love of peace feems to have been the ruling paf- 
fion in James I. f to which he facrificed almoft every prin- 
ciple of found policy. He was eminently learned, efpc- 
cially in divinity ; and was better qualified to fill a pro- 
fcffor's chair, than a throne. His fpecuJative notions of 
regal power were as abfolute as thofe of an eaftem mo- 
narch ; but he wanted that vigour and firmnefs of mind 
which was neceffary to reduce them to praftice. His con- 
fcioufnefs of his own weaknefs in the exertion of his 
prerogative, drew from him this conceffion : " That 
** though a king in ab/lra^o, had all power, a king in 
" concreto^ was bound to obferve the laws of the coun- 
«« try which he governed.'* But if all teftraints on his 
prerogative had been taken ofi^, and he could have been, 
in reality, that abftrafted king which he had formed in

Thomas Howard, earl of Suffolk, was fon of Thomas, 
fourth duke of Norfolk; by his fecond dutchefs Marga- 
ret, daughter and heir of Thomas lord Audley of Wal- 
den. He was one of the volunteers in the memorable 
engagement with the Spanifh armada, in 1588, and af- 
terwards in the expedition to Cadiz ; on both which oc- 
cafions he gave fignal proofs of his courage. He was, 
foon after the acceillon of James, created earl of Suffdk; ^^^^1603. 
was afterwards conftituted lord-chamberlain of the houfe- 
hold, and in 1614, lord-treafurer of England. In 16 19, 
he was difmiffed from his office, and fined 30,000 1. for 
taking bribes, and embezzling the king's treafure ; crimes 
more imputable to his countefs than himfelf. His ruin 
was, with great probability, fuppofed to be involved with 
that of his fon- in-law, the earl of Somerfet. Thomas 
Howard, his fecond fon, was the firft earl of Berkfhire 
of this family.

It is no wonder that an accu- 
mulation of honour, wealth, and power, upon a vain 
man fuddenly raifed from a private ftation, fhould be fo 
invidious ; and efpecially as the duke was as void of pru- 
dence and moderation in the ufe of thefe, as the fond 
king was in bellowing them. But it muft be acknow- 
ledged, that this great man was not without his virtues. 
He had all the courage and fincerity of a foldier; and 
was one of thofe few courtiers who were as honeft and 
open in their enmity, as military men are in their friend- 
fliip. He was the laft reigning favourite that ever ty- 
ranized in this kingdom ^.

loyal, and yet a friend to liberty. Few men poflefled a 
greater quicknefs of apprehenfion, or a more penetrating 
judgment ; and none could exprefs themfelves with more 
readinels or propriety. He was a man of letters himfelf^ 
and an eminent patron of learned men. But he had, 
with all his excellencies, a firong propenfity to pleafure, 
and frequently abandoned hlmfelf to women. He died 
fuddcnly, April 10, 1630 f .

Cr. J515. The earl of Rutland, chief juftice in Eyre of all the 

king's forefis and chaces north of Trent, and knight of 
the Garter. In 16 16, he attended the king to Scotland^ 
and afterwards commanded the fleet fent to bring prince 
Charles out of Spain. The calamities, fuppofed to be the 
cffcAs of witchcraft, in the carl's family, are faid to have 
occafioned the famous ad of parliament in this reign, 
againft forcery, and other diabolical pradices, which was 
lately repealed. Howel tells us in his Letters *, that 
•« king James, a great while, was loth to believe there 
•« were witches ; but that which happened to my lord 
•• Francis of Rutland's children convinced him/' ^ This is 
contradidory to the tenor of the *• Daemonologia,^ which 
was publilhed long before. In 1618, Joan Flower, and 
her two daughters, were accufed of murdering Henry> 
lord Rocs, by witchcraft, and of torturing the lord Fran- 
cis his brother, and the lady Catharine his filler.

The king 
confidered the vanity of this lord as minifterial to his 
purpofes, and thought to dazzle foreign courts into re- 
fped for his ambaflador; but he was generally treated 
with coklnefs, if not with contempt f . Arthur Wilfon 
has given us a defcription of one of his dreffes }, and 
Lloyd of one of the pies which was brought to his ta- 
bic §, by which we may judge of his extravagance ||.

i^is/^* . reign ; where he profeffed the proteftant religion, and 
publilhed his book ** De Rcpublica Ecclcfiaaica.** The 
king gave him the deanery of Windfor, the maflerfhip of 
the Savoy, and the rich living of Weft Ildefley, Berks. 
Though the publication of his book was a crime never to 
be forgiven } he was weak enough to gfivc credit to a let- 
ter fent him by the procurement of Gondamor, which 
not only promifed him pardon, but preferment, if he 
would renounce his new religion. He returned to Italy,, 
relapfed to the church of Home, and was prefently after 
imprifoned by the inquiiition. Grief and hard treatment 
foon put an end to his life. He was the firft that ac- 
counted for the pbammena of the rainbow, in his book 
^ De Radiis Vifils et Lucis.*' We are much indebted to

JOHN DENISON, D. D. 

John Denifon, who was an eminent preacher in this- 
reign, was educated at Balioi College in Oxford* He was 
fometime domeflic chaplain to the doke of Buckingham^ 
and afterwards to king James. It is probable that he ne- 
ver had any preferment in the church, befides the vicar- 
age of S(;. Mary^s ip Heading; Mrhkh h^ hdd, together 
■^vith the free-fchool there. His predeceflor in the em- 
ployment of fchoolmafter was Andrew Bird, and his 
fucceflbr William Page. He publifhed many fermons, and 
fevenil pieces of practical divinity and controverfy. The 
moft cQAilderable of his works fi^ms to have bisen his 
book ip Latin, on a^urieylar confeffiop, which is a confu- 
tation of the arguments of Bellannipe on that fubJeA.

Robert Bolton, a divine of puritan principles, ^as one 
of the greateft fcholarsof his time, and very eminent fo^ 
bis piety. The Greek language Was fe familar to him» 
that he could fpeak it with almoft as much facility as his 
mother tongue. In 16^5, when king Jam^s vifited the 
univerCty of Oxford, he was appointed by the vice-chan- 
cellor to read in natural philofophy, and difpute before 
him, in the public fchools. He was generally efteemed a 
moft perfuafive preacher, and as judicious a cafuift. His 
practical writings are numerous. His book ^< On Hap- 
pincfe,'^ which has gone through many editions, was the 
moft celebrated of his works. When he lay at the point 
of death, one of his friends, taking him by the hand, 
aiked him if he was not in great pain ; ^ truly, faid he,

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" the greatcft pain that I feel is your cold hand ;'* and 
prefently expired.

He died in diftreffed circum- 
ftances, occalioned by the publication of this book, 1628, 
jEt. 51. He appears to have been a man of general learn- 
ing.

John Dod received his education at Jefus College in 
. Cambridge* He was in learning excelled by few, and in 
unafie^d piety by none. Nothing was ever objcded to 
this meek and humble man^ but his being a puritan. 
He was particularly eminent for his knowledge of the 
Hebrew language, which he taught the famous John Gre- 
gory of Chrift Church in Oxford f . He was, from his 
Expofition of the Ten Commandments, which he wrote 
in conjundion with Robert Cleaver, commonly called the 
Decalogift. His Sayings have been printed in various 
forms : many of them on two Iheets of paper, are ftill 
to be fcen pafted on the walls of cottages^ An old wo- 
man, in my neighbourhood told me, << that ihe (hould

ARTHURHILDERSHAM, late preacher at Alhby 
de la Zouch (in Leicefterfhire) ; preaching ; 4/^.

Arthur Hilderlham, who was great-grandfon by the 
mother, to George, duke of Clarence, was . educated in 
the Roman Catholic religion ; and when he was about 
fifteen years of age, difinhcrited by his father, for refuf- 
ing to go to Rome. The earl of Huntingdon, his kinf- 
man, very generoufly became his patron, and contributed 
to his fupport at Cambridge. He was feveral times fi- 
lenced in this reign for nonconformity, but was reftored 
by archbifliop Abbot. Lilly, the aftrologer, in the Me- 
moirs of his own Life, tells us, " that he diffented not 
" from the church in any article of faith, but only about 
** wearing the furplice, baptizing with the crofs, and 
•* kneeling at the facrament" His ^ Ledures on the 
<< 51ft Pfalm," and his book on Fafting, fhcw him to 
have been a learned and pious maa.

JOHANNES CARTER, fidelis ille fervus Dei, et 
paftor Bramfordienfis, in agro Suffolcienfi.

John Carter was born in Kent, and educated at Clare 

Hall, in Cambridge. He was many years minifter of 

- Bramford in Suffolk, and alfo reftor of Belfiead, in the 

fame county. Though he had been often troubled for 

nonconformity, he took every occafion of exerting him* 

fclf 
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felf againO; popery, Arminianifin, and the new ceremo- 
nies. Clarke and Neale fpeak of him as a man of great 
induftry, charity, and piety. The former tells us, that 
when he dined with feveral minifiers at one of the ma- 
giftrates houfes at Ipfwich, a very vain perfon, who fat 
at the table, undertook to anfwer any queftion that fhould 
be propofed to him, either in divinity or philofophy, A 
. profound filence enfued, till Mr. Carter addrefled him in 
thefe words. " I will go no farther than my trencher to 
^ puzzle you ; here is a ibal : now tell me the reafon 
'^ why this fifh, which has always lived in the fait water, 
<^ fhould come out fteth f *' As the challenger did not fo 
much as attempt any anfwer, the fcom and laugh of the 
comjiany were prefently turned upon him. Ob. 1 1 Feb.

HUGO BROUGHtON, theolog. literaram et lln- 
goarum facrarum callcntiffimus, jEt.

Hugh Broughton, a youth of an agreeable and pro* 
miling afpecl, was travelling on foot on the northern 
road, when he was accofted by the celebrated Bernard 
Gilpin, who afked him whither he was going. He told 
him to Oxford, in order to be a fcholar. The apoftolic 
Gilpin was fo pleafed with his appearance, and the quick- 
nefs of his replies, ths^t be took him with him to his 
own home, placed him in the fchool which he had found- 
ed, fuperintendcd his education, and at length fent him 
to Chrift's College, in Cambridge. He was particularly 
famous for biblical learning : and his writings in that

4if Houghtooi in the Spring. His hmc was upon the 
dec^ne/when he re^uni^d ta£ngIaod ; and hi^ charafter 
became at length fo defpicable, that he was publicly ridi- 
culed upon the ftage J. ^'uUer conjedUT?!! that he died 
about the year 1600 ; but his .death really happened, ac- 
cording to Mon£Bayle, in 1612.

Sir Julius Caefar, defcended; by the female lin^ ^^^oT*i^/ 
the duke de Ccfarini, in Italy, was judge of the high 
court of admiralty, and one of the mailers of requefts 
in the preceding reign. Upon the acceffion of James, he 
was knighted, and conftituted chancellor and under-trea* 
furerof the exchequer ; and in 1607, fworn of the privy- 
council. He was not only one of the beft civilians, but 
alfo one of the beft men of his time. His parts and in- 
duftry rendered him an ornament to his profeflion ; and 
his great charity and benevolence an ornament to human 
nature. He died the twenty-eighth of April, 1639, and 
is buried in the church of Great St. Helens, near Bifhops-

ARTHUR, lord CHICHESTER, lord baron of 
Belfad, lord high-treafurer of Ireland, and fometime lord- 
deputy of that kingdom, eleven years and upwards, one of 
the privy-councit in England. In 4rmmr. 

Lord Chichefter, in his youth, robbed one of queen 
Elizabeth's purveyors, who were but little better than 
robbers themfelves. He foon after, to avoid a profecu- 
tion, fled into France, where he fignalized himfelf as a 
foldier, under Henry IV, who knighted him for his gal- 
lant behaviour. He was fliortly after pardoned by the 
queen, and employed againft the rebels in Ireland. In 
1604, he was, for his eminent fervices in reducing and 
civiliziDg that kingdom, made lord-deputy, and created 
dtp/i6o4r baron of Belfaft by James. During his government, the 
cr.^bMoii, j^j^ began to affimilate themfelves to the manners and 
cuftoms of the Englilh, and the harp was firft marihalled 
with the Britifh arms. This great general, and wife 
ilatefman, died 1605.

We are informed by Collins,, in his Peerage, that Mi« 
chael, eldeft fon of John lord Darcy, married Mai^aret 
daughter of Thomas Wentworth, of Wentworth Wood- 
houfe, in the county of York, Efq. by whom he had* a 
fon John, who, in 158^7,' became lord Darcy. This John 
lord Darcy, dying in 1635, left iflue his only fon John^

Thomas Harley, a gentleman eminent for his abilities, 
and affluence of fortune, was feveral times high ih^nff of.

In the firft of James, he had the royal grant for the ho- 
nour and caftle of Wigmore ; and was afterwards one of 
the council to William, lord Compton, prefident of Wales^ 
He, with great franknefs, told the king, that if he pur- 
iued the meafures in which he was engaged, they would 
infallibly embroil him or his fon in a civil wan This 
prophetic fpeech occafioned his retiring from court. Ob^

Thomas Sutton, in the early part of his Kfe, travelled 

* to thofe countries as a gentleman, to which he afterwards 

• traded as a merchant He was, for fome time, in the 
array ; in which he behaved himfelf fo well, that he ob- 
tained a patent of queen Elizabeth for the office of maf- 
ter*general of the ordnance for U£e. No maa was better 
acquainted with the myfieries of trade, and few with the 
methods of faving. By a long courfe of frugality and in* 
duftry,.he acquired a fortune fuperior to that of any private 
gentleman of his time. This enabled him to build and 
endow the hofpital called the Charter Houfe, one of the 
nobleft foundations in the world. He paid i^oool. for 
the ground only ; and the expence of the building and 
endownaent was anfwerabk. He died the twelfth. c^ De- 
cember, 161 1, in the feventy-ninth year of his age. Mr.

Nicholu Wadfaam, of Merifield^ ki So^erfetfiiire, a 
man of a refpeftable charader, was, together with Do- 
rothy his wife, the munificent founder of the college in 
Oxfbrdy called after his name* It is remarkable, that fa 
hofpitable a man ihould fave no lefs than 14000I. out of 
an eftatc of ffool. a yearf. He and his wife^ who were 
both of the Romi(h religion, had formed a defign of 
founding. a catholic fenrinary at Venice; but the love of 
their country got the belter of their religious prejudices*
